Firm  figures  for  county  allocations  have  been  provided  by  the  U.  S,  Office  of 
Education.     The  1968-69  amounts  are  approximately  927o  of  the  1967-68  allocations. 
There  are  also  minor  variations  as  a  result  of  population  changes  and  of  the  use 
of  more  recent  data  on  low-income  families. 


ESEA  Title  I  Bulletin  No.  20,  to  be  distributed  soon,  will  contain  the  final 
district  allocations  for  1968-69.     Meanwhile,  school  officials  who  wish  to  amend 
their  1969  projects  or  who  wish  to  apply  for  summer  projects  may  call  Herman 
Tushaus,  ESEA  Title  I  Supervisor,  for  their  final  allocations.

February  10  is  the  deadline  for  receipt  in  Helena  of  applications  for  1968-69  ESEA 
Title  I  summer  projects. 

School  district  officials  who  wish  to  have  their  districts  participate  in  ESEA 
Title  I  this  year  are  urged  to  observe  this  deadline.     They  are  also  reminded  to 
adhere  to  the  criteria  established  in  the  Revised  Criteria  for  the  Approval  of 
ESEA  Title  I  Applications  (Program  Guide  #44) . 

Districts  who  fail  to  file  a;jplicatio)ns  bv  the  deadline  will  lose  their  allocations. 


EFFECTIVE  PROJECTS   .    .  . 

According  to  Harold  Howe  II 5  U.  S„  Coamlssioner  of  Education,  it  appears  that  Title  I 
programs  are  more  effective  when  (a)  Title  I  expenditures  are  concentrated  on  a 
limited  number  of  participants  rather  than  spread;   (b)  not  just  one,  but  a  compre- 
hensive group  of  services  is  provided  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  of  the  educationally 
deprived  children  involved;   (c)  services  are  maintained  over  an  extended  period  of 
time;   (d)  services  ai"e  integrated  into  a  total  school  program  that  includes  new 
approaches  to  the  education  of  the  disadvantaged  children.     Again^it  is  suggested 
that  Title  I  applicants  refer  to  the  Revised  Criteria  for  the  Approval  of  ESEA  Title  I 
Applications   (Program  Guide  #44),  particularly  items  4,1  through  4,7j   for  guidance 
in  setting  program  goals.

An  expenditure  level  of  $260  per  student  participating  in  ESEA  Title  I  1968-69 
projects  has  been  maintained  for  the  107  projects  approved  to  date.
